If we are to 
have one day in the year specially dedicated to lead- 
ing varieties of fruits and vegetables, by all means 
let us see that corn, peas, tomatoes, pumpkin, etc., 
are not overlooked.

Some remarkable records are likely to be made 
in the export trade for the fiscal year which ends with 
the present month—June. Ten months’ figures of the 
3ureau of Statistics of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor furnish a basis for a rough calculation of 
the trade for the full fiscal year and these suggest that 
the exports of raw cotton will aggregate not far from 
$600,000,000 in values; iron and steel manufactures, 
approximately $250,000,000; meat and dairy products, 
$150,000,000; breadstuffs, $125,000,000; copper, 
$100,000,000; mineral oil, $100,000,000; wood and 
manufactures thereof, $90,000,000; leather and manu- 
factures thereof, over $50,000,000; agricultural im- 
plements, over $40,000,000; tobacco and manufactures 
thereof, over $40,000,000; cotton manufactures, ap- 
proximately $40,000,000, and coal, over $40,000,000 
for absolute exports, excluding that going into the 
bunkers of vessels engaged in foreign trade, which 
will amount to approximately $20,000,000, making the 
coal carried out of the country over $60,000,000 in 
value, though nearly one-third of this is for use of 
vessels and not an export to any foreign country and 
therefore not included in the ordinary statement of 
exports to foreign countries. These figures are, of 
course, merely approximates.

Rochester Gets Next Annual National Convention of Can- 
ners’ and Allied Industries. 

All preliminaries have been arranged for holding 
the next annual convention of the National Canners’ 
Association, the Canning Machinery and Supplies As- 
sociation and the National Canned Goods and Dried 
Fruit Brokers’ Association at Rochester, N. Y., the 
second week in February, 1912. The location com- 
mittee visited Rochester last week and conferred with 
the local people and decided that Rochester presented 
the most attractive proposition, so far as 1912 is con- 
cegned, of any of thé cities which were competing 
for the honor of entertaining the canners and their 
allies next February. 

There will be no convention headquarters, but the 
location committee has seen to it that everybody de- 
sirous of attending the convention will be well cared 
for and in this connection THE CANNER reprints the 


following paragraph from our last issue: 

All the principal hotels of Rochester have submitted in writ- 
ing to the committee the rooms which can be reserved for 
persons desiring to attend the convention. Prices of these 
rooms per day for one of two persons are also given, and 
this will avoid any possible misunderstanding about hotel 
rates. These prices are on file at the National secretary’s 
office and are open for inspection of all visitors to the con- 
vention. These prices will be published in an early issue of 
THE CANNER. The hotel booking facilities of the city are 
1,500 rooms. These can be largely augmented by the smaller 
hotels, which are not in the Association. The Rochester 
Chamber of Commerce guarantees that 70 per cent of the 
entire hotel rooms will be at the disposal of the packers and 
others attending the convention, and this renders it certain 
that there will be no difficulty in comfortably caring for the 
big crowd which is expected. The principal hotels of Roches- 
ter are the Seneca, Rochester, Powers and Osburn.

If we knew the sta- 
tistical position of canned tomatoes this well and could 
see so far into the future, we sure would not be pack- 
ing them for a living, as we could make it easier tell- 
ing “fortunes.”

Glad to See No. 21%4 Can Becoming More Appreciated by 
Packers—No. 3 Size Cannot Be Produced to Sat- 
isfy All in Matter of Profit at Present 
Cost of Materials, Etc.

Eprror CANNER: I am glad to see that the desir- 
ability of a No. 2% can is becoming more appreciated 
by the canned goods packers, particularly the packers 
oftomatoes. If the packers could get a No. 2% can at 
the actual difference in value between that size and a 
No. 2, many more of them would be used. 

At the present cost of cans, cases, solder, raw stock 
(fruits and vegetables), labor, transportation and other 
items entering into the cost of production, a No. 3 
can of standard tomatoes cannot be produced so as to 
satisfy the packer, the jobber and the retailer in the 
matter of profit. This is a fact, and a great many of 
the packers therefore resort to selling seconds, a can 
filled half full of tomatoes and the balance with tomato 
pulp. 

As an illustration of this fact, seconds tomatoes have 
been selling at from 2c to 5c per dozen less than No. 
3 standards. The market is sold out of seconds, while 
standards are still begging for buyers, and fancies and 
near-fancies are in limited demand. A can midway in

size between a No. 2 and a No. 3 is what is need d 
not only for tomatoes but for-a good many other line ; 
A No. 2 can is not large enough for an average family 
of five persons, while a No. 3 can is really larger than 
is necessary for a family of this size for a single meal 
Of course, the American public ought to learn to buy 
canned goods by the case or by the dozen. They ou it 
to learn to economize in a good many other ways o 
they seem adverse to learning the lesson of econom 
and therefore we packers must cater to their reanires 
ments and give them the goods one can at a time and 
the best quality possible at 1oc per can.

Rulings, Court Decisions, and Latest News and Views of Federal and State Food Departments 








The manufacturers of saccharin, who argued 
against the ruling of the federal government that 
saccharin could not be used in food after July 1, 1911, 
have been granted an extension of time. The manu- 
facturers represented that the government was do- 
ing them a grievous injustice and in consequence the 
Secretaries of Agriculture, the Treasury and Com- 
merce and Labor handed down an amended decision 
during the week extending the time one year. Sac- 
charine can now be used in food until May I, 1912, 
instead of until July 1 of this year. 


Professor Ladd Reports’ on Experiments to Ascertain Dry 
and Liquid Contents of Canned Tomatoes. 

The following statement concerning some experi- 
ments made by the North Dakota food commissioner, 
Professor Ladd, to ascertain the dry and liquid con- 
tents of canned tomatoes is interesting and instructive : 

In previous bulletins we have discussed to a considerable 
extent the question of canned tomatoes and the amount of 
dry matter and liquid contained in samples as taken up in 
this state. Through the courtesy of H. B. Messenger, of Fed- 
eralsburg, Md., we have been able to make some experiments 
with tomatoes which were canned by him the latter part of 
1910. These cans of tomatoes: had stood in the warehouse 
until the early spring, when 36 cans were removed as being 
average samples of the products then on hand. Twelve cans 
were opened and examined by Mr. Messenger and associates, 
and the remaining 24 cans were packed in a case and shipped 
to the writer at Fargo, N. D. Twelve cans were then re- 
moved and examined for total weight, total solids, juice, ete. 
The remaining twelve cans were re-packed and returned by 
freight to Maryland to be examined in the same manner. 

This gives us information desirable along several lines. 
It shows the range of variation in the cans as taken from the 
factory, and it enables us to compare the amount of solid 
tomato remaining on the sereen before being shipped and 
after being received by us; it gives data with regard to the 
amount of breaking up or disintegration which takes place 
when products are shipped by freight half way across the 
continent, and the balance of the tomatoes when again re- 
turned to the original starting point. It has further enabled 
us to make a comparative study of separating the juice from 
the tomato by the use of the wire net as compared with the 
elieese cloth. The result of these examinations are given in 
the following pages. 

In the following table the first set of figures is for the 
tomatoes as shipped from Maryland; the second set is for 
the tomatoes as received at Fargo; and the third set for the 
tomatoes as returned to Maryland:

Work on the new salmon cannery at Lummi Is- 
land, says a report to THE CANNER from Bellingham, 
Wash., is well under way. 

A report from Scottsville, Mich., states that the 
Scottsville canning plant will commence operations 
about June 20. 

The Mannford Canning Company, Mannford, Okla., 
has been incorporated by R. E. Holmes and E. C. 
Gilman, of Mannford, and O. Willing, of Perry, Okla. 

The Modesto, Cal., cannery is making extensive 
improvements preparatory to opening the canning sea- 
son about June 20. The start will be made on apricots. 

A report from Wetaug, IIl., says: “Frank Holcomb 
is going to build a canning factory here. He has 
made contracts with farmers for quite an acreage of 
tomatoes.” 

The Vanceburg canning factory, Vanceburg, Ohio, 
has been incorporated with $10,000 capital stock by 
George K. Cole, George T: Williams, E. R. Linsey 
and R. D. Wilson. 

After a year of idleness the plant of the Oconto 
(Wis.) Canning Company will soon resume opera- 
tions. Sufficient acreage has been secured to insure 
a run of several weeks. 

The Gillette Canning Company, Gillette, Wis., was 
incorporated a short time ago with $40,000 capital 
stock by F. F. Koske, H. J. Selmer, Fred Larson,

The new canning plant at Hemet, Cal., has been 
completed.

This has been a week of crop seares, and, as usual, they have 
been effective, noticeably stimulating interest in peas as well 
as in spot and future tomatoes.. In peas trading on the local 
canned goods curb has been enlivened by the efforts of east- 
eners, both jobkers and packers, to find sellers in the West, 
this being a result of the drouth in the pea-canning sections of 
Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey. 

Easton, Md., June 3.—‘‘ While part of the Maryland and 
Delaware tomato growing section had a rainfall of less than 
half an inch on the 31st of May, it was barely sufficient to lay 
the dust. The point has been reached now where each day 
that passes without rain destroys more plants and renders the 
land more unfit for planting without reworking, which cannot 
be done until we have a good rain; therefore, each day is 
decreasing just so much the acreage which will be set to to- 
matoes. It is too late to plant seed for new plants; it will 
be practically useless to set out plants after June 15th, even 
if plants and land should both be ready. Many farmers ob- 
ject to taking chances on planting after June 5th. Right now 
a very large percentage of the plant beds have either been de- 
stroyed or become overgrown and weakened in the beds, be- 
cause it has been so dry that the ground could not be made 
fit, or kept fit to set them out. The effect of the drouth to 
date has materially decreased the acreage, but to what extent 
cannot be ascertained now. Usually on June 5th a very large 
percentage of the acreage has been set out; even in untoward 
seasons a great many fields have been planted and the ground 
and the plants are ready, so that the balance are set out 
within the next few days. On June 5th, this year, no plants 
have been set out; that is to say, not 2 per cent of the acre- 
age. The situation is certainly critical and after another week 
without rain will begin to be desperate.’’ 

Conditions in Delaware—From Delaware THE CANNER has 
the following in regard to peas: ‘‘Our pea crop is going to 
be extremely short, we are afraid not over one-third of last 
year. The long, hot, dry spell we recently passed through 
ruined the crop beyond recovery.’’ 

A prominent Delaware packer writes THE CANNER, under 
date of June 3: ‘‘The farmers lost a great many of their 
tomato plants, and on account of the dry weather have not 
been able to set out many. We had some rain Wednesday, 
so they will be able to get out their usual acreage. Under 
more favorable weather conditions, the acreage would have 
been considerably increased.’’ 

THE CANNER also has this very complete report on the situ- 
ation in Delaware: 

‘*We do not think any section of the entire country has 
suffered from drouth more seriously than ours, we have not 
had any rain, except two light sprinkles, for over six weeks. 
The ground is too hard to plow and over half of the contracted 
acreage for tomatoes has not been plowed as yet, still, as most 
of them are very small growers, it will not take long to get 
the ground ia shape should a good rain occur, which, et this 
writing, there is no indication of. Tomato plants are very 
searce, too. Owing to the extreme dry and hot weather ‘they 
have not been able to make the required growth to overcome 
the bugs and other destroying insects. What:plants there are 
big enough to set out, it is useless to do it, for they just 
burn up in the hot noon sun. What makes matters worse, we 
have a continual hot sun with no cloudy weather at all. We 
commenced packing peas on the Ist inst. Up to this writing 
we have only packed a few hours per day. The crop is a flat 
failure in this state for the first time in many years. The 
vines have made no growth, not half filled with pods, and the 
pods are very scant of peas. We hear that several packers 
in other parts of the state do not expect to open their fac- 
tories at all, but we do not know how true this is. Estimating 
on what we have already ‘lone, we will not pack one-third of 
our normal output, and wé have an ineréase ten per cent in 
acreage. Strawberries are a complete failure; the outlook a

New Jersey Suffers from Drouth—A leading New Jersey 
packer, writing THE CANNER, under date of June 3, gays: 
‘*We have had a drought here for about six weeks and all 
early crops have suffered very much, especially peas and straw- 
berries. Some of the farmers have not been able to plow 
all their ground on account of the drought, so that tomatoes 
will be late in setting out. Tomato plants are very searee,’’ 

Virginia Tomato Plant Shortage—A report to THE CANNER 
from Daleville, Va., dated June 3, said: ‘‘Though it is q 
discouraging time of the year for tomato growers, yet it is 
unusually so this year, on account of the six weeks or two 
months of very dry weather. There is quite an unusual plant 
shortage, and a great many growers who have no tomato set 
ters can’t get them out. The shortage in plants is caused to 
a great extent by the dry weather.’’ 

The Outlook in Missouri—The following’ reports to THE 
CANNER show the situation in Missouri: Glasgow, Mo., June 
3.—‘‘'Things look blue down this way for a tomato pack; no 
rain since the 29th of April to speak of. No plants have been 
set out, and there is a shortage of plants, owing to the ‘heavy 
rain on April 29 beating down and crushing the seed beds: 
others washed out and many plants are too large and over- 
grown. We had an increased acreage contracted, but much 
of it will not be planted, even if it rains in twenty-four hours, 
and no rain is in sight. ‘The outlook is the worst we have had 
since 1901.’’ 


Billings, Mo., June 2.—‘‘ There is a sufficiency of plants in 
the beds ready for planting, but none have been planted in the 
fields as yet, because of drouth. If not set out within ten 
days there will be no tomatoes to be put into cans here.’’ 

Dearborn, Mo., June 2.—‘‘The prospect in our immediate 
locality is ideal. Our raisers have over half of their acreage 
planted and the ground is moist from recent rains and plants 
are living well. The only complaint that we hear from raisers 
is a shortage of plants, due to a crust forming on the beds 
from excessive rains soon after seed were planted. However, 
we hear very unfavorable reports from southern Missouri.’’ 

Forest City, Mo., June 2.—‘‘The situation in this section 
is not very promising. We have contracted 150 acres and 
have 75 acres set out that look good at this time, but can’t 
tell until later what they will do. Will finish setting in ten 
days. I do not think there is another factory in this section 
that has contracted for tomatoes. Some of them are going to 
pack a little corn, but no tomatoes.’’ 

Missouri Tomato Acreage—Secretary L. I. Moore of the 

Missouri. Valley Canners’ Association reports to THE CANNER: 
‘*The tomato acreage in Missouri, from the best information 
I have obtained, is from 10 to 20 per cent less than last 
year.’’ 
” Dry in Southwest—Reports from the Southwest continue 
discouraging. For example, THE CANNER has received an ad- 
vice from Wellston, Okla., dated June 3, saying that ‘‘It has 
been very dry, and continues so in some sections.’’ 

THe CANNER also has a report from Berryville, Ark., under 
recent date, saying: ‘‘We hada light shower on May 28, but

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the good it did was scarcely noticeable. It did not wet the 
ground enough to set tomato plants. The blackberries and 
raspberries are drying up on the vines. Strawberries were 
about one-fourth of a crop. Peaches are a failure and ap- 
ples about one-twelfth of a crop.’’ 

Tennessee Tomato Crop Condition—A report to THE CAN- 
NER, under recent date from Columbia, Tenn., said: ‘‘ We 
have not twenty acres in the fields out of a contracted acreage 
of 350, and 225 of which were to be in the field by May 25. 
Our acreage will necesarily be reduced, as we could not handle 
the tomatoes if the plants were all set after this date. Our 
acreage will be reduced at least 35 per cent. We still have 
time on our sweet potato crop, but the strawberry crop in this 
section was cut very short and the gardens are suffering.’’ 

Tomatoes—The reports of drouth—having the effect of 
reducing the acreage in the East—have stimulated the interest 
in tomatoes an: caused a much firmer market East, which 
feeling is measurably reflected here. City and country buyers 
display more interest in both spots and futures, particularly 
the latter. Western spots are very closely cleaned up, ut 
can be bought from Indiana packers, however, at 82% to 
8714c, Chicago. Indiana packers are not anxious to accept 
future business, but we hear of quotations on 1911 packing 
standard 3s at 77% to 80e f. o. b. factories, and business has 
been done during the week at the former figure. 

The Smith-Webster Co., Bel Air, Md., report that ‘‘ Packers 
of both corn and tomatoes have practically withdrawn from 
the future market. The rain of Wednesday night greatly 
helped the situation on the western shore of Maryland, but 
on the Peninsula conditions are far from encouraging.’’ 
They also report regarding corn, that ‘‘ Unless there is a bet- 
ter crop prospect it wil! be difficult to interest packers in 
future contracts.’’ 

C. W. Baker & Sons, Aberdeen, Md., report that ‘‘ There is 
virtually no market on future tomatoes. What few tomato 
plants have been set out are not doing any good, and there 
is a great shortage of plants all over the Peninsula. Unde 
the most favorable conditions from now on the season is going 
to be late.’’ 

Corn—tThere is nothing much doing in corn at present. The 
condition of the growing crop is favorable and buyers are 
taking their chances. Future Western standards are generall, 
quoted at 65c¢ factories. Few Western packers have any spot 
corn now, bvt there is a very limited number who still own 
sizeable lots, and these packers manifest somewhat more 
desire to sell. We have heard of some who would be willing to 
close out on the basis of 70¢ f. o. b. factory for standard, 
though others hold for more. Extra grades of spot corn are 
extremely scarce. There is no strictly Country Gentlemen left 
in packers’ hands in the West, so far as we can Jearn. 

Peas—Spot peas are a thing of the past; they no longer 
exist in mentionable quantities. The interest is centered in 
futures, and the very -discouraging reports from Maryland, 
Delaware and New Jersey has stimulated an active interest in 
new packing. A great many Eastern buyers have been looking 
for peas in this market during the past few days, but it may 
be said positively that there are very few packers who will 
sell any. Interest in new packing peas is very active through- 
out the East and South, but Chicago jobbers are not showing 
mueh concern, having bought early and being in. comfortable 
position. The Maryland, Delaware and New Jersey pack will 
be very light this year. 

Reports from Maryland with reference to the pea crop could 
hardy be more discouraging. The following, from a very weli 
informed canned goods commission concern in that state, is a 
fair example: ‘‘In reference to peas, we regret to have to ad- 
vise that the continuation of the drouth makes the restoration of 
the crop entirely impossible, and we confidently think that the 
total quantity packed will be only about 20 per cent of that 
anticipated. In addition to this our peas will not be of the 
quality they should have been.’’ 

THE CANNER hears reports from Wisconsin that are less 
favorable than they were up until about a week ago. Rainfall 
has been too abundant. As one Wisconsin packer writes us. 
under date of June 5: ‘*The rainy season is still with us, 
five inches of rain having fallen here during the past two 
weeks. Many grain crops have been drowned out entirely and 
many fields of peas have suffered as well. The early crops of 
peas on high, light soil look quite promising, but the rain has 
retarded the sowing of sweets, and the indications are that the 
erop will be late. There seems to be no apparent cessation to 
the unusual rainfall, as it continues to be showery and nearly 
every day brings some rainfall.’’ 

From some localities in Wiseonsin THE CANNER kears that 
the first seedings show very few blossoms on the vines, which, 
i¢ is stated, grew too fast. Our informants expect a smaller

THE CANNER has heard from a large number of points in the 
tri-states that the drouth resulted in practically a failure of 
strawberries. 

Pumpkin—No. 3 standard Indiana pumpkin, spot, is quoted 
at 5714e f. o. b. factory, No. 10 at $1.65; No. 3 Indiana, 1911 
packing 5714c f. o. b.; No. 10, $1.75. We hear spot Ohio No. 
3 packing pumpkin quoted at 52%c f. o. b. factories; Ohio No. 
3 for future delivery, 574%4¢ factory, and Ohio No. 10, both 
spot and future, $1.75 f. o. b. factory. 

Apples—No. 10 apples are very strong, at $2.70 to $2.75 
f. o. b. Michigan factory for spot standard; New York State 
fancy No. 10 apples, $3.25 Chicago; No, 10 standard Missouri, 
$2.75 Chicago. ‘There is a marked scarcity of No. 3 apples. 
We hear of Michigan spot 3s, standard, quoted at 85¢ Chicago. 
Future Michigan No. 10 standard are offered at $2.50 f. 0. b. 
factory, and future New York standard at $2.35 f. o. b. New 
York factory. THE CANNER hears that Spies did not bloom at 
all in Michigan, and that Baldwins had but 40 per cent of a 
normal setting, and an authority states that these two varieties 
constitute 75 per cent of the New York and Michigan appie 
erop. Early Michigen apples look fine, but these are not the 
kind for eanning. 

Sauerkraut—No. 3 spot kraut ean be bought for 50c 
f. o. b. factory, and possibly 2%4e less. Various states in 
the West sre quoting No. 3 standard 1911 packing kraut at 55e 
f. c. b. factories. 


Pickles and Kraut 


Pickles—Trading during the week has been brisk, both in 
raw material and finished product. Stocks are lighter than in 
a number of years. ‘he market is firm, but prices show no 
particular change: vatruns, $1.40 to $1.50. No large pickles 
are offered. Spot, in vinegar, basis $6.50 to $7.00; futures, 
basis $5.50 to $6.00. 

A leading Michigan pickling concern, discussing the coming 
eucumber crop with T'HE CANNER, states that ‘* With us the 
seed is not yet in the ground, our planting time being from 
June 5 to 15. We have had a very fine spring, the best for 
growing crops, we think, in a great many years. At the same 
time, it has had no effect on the pickle crop, excepting to put 
the ground in nice shape. Until the crop is planted and has 
had several weeks start it is impossible for us to know any- 
thing about what it is going to be. Then, even, there are so 
many things that can happen to the growing crop of cucum- 
bers no one really knows where he is at until the season is 
over and the crop entirely gathered. Acreage, we think, is a 
little larger than last year, but not enough larger to overcome 
the great shortage in salt pickles. Practically every packer 
is, or will be by the time new pickles are ready, entirely 
cleaned up on salt stock. As a rule, there are several hundred 
thousand bushels carried over. This year there will be none, 
and it is going to take several seasons, even with good crops, 
to get the salt pickle stock back to normal supply.’’ 

Sauerkraut—The market is dull, little or no trading going 
on; prices weak. Quoted: 40-gal. casks, $3.00 f. o. b. factory; 
future, $4.50 f. o. b. factory. 

Caulifilower—The market is practically cleaned up. A few 
casks of imported are quoted at $15.00 Chicago; domestic 45s, 
$9.00 f. o. b. Eastern factory.

Epitor CANNER: Although broken by a holiday, the canned 
goods market has shown a fair degree of activity. If the 
reports of brokers are to be credited it would seem that 
ohe of the difficulties encountered has been the ability to 
secure the kind of stock wanted by jobbers. Each week has 
shown a diminishing supply of stock in many lines. It can 
be stated on the best authority that some of the big jobbers 
are carrying unusually small supplies in many of the season- 
able products. This covers peas, corn, peaches and salmon. 
The policy has been to buy lots about as they have been 
needed, and a feature of late has been that on the effort to 
purchase renewals cost to the buyer has been greater. This 
applies to everything in the line exeept tomatoes and aspara- 
gus. There has been shown this week an unusual interest in 
small future fruits, like strawberries, huckleberries and 
cherries. Southern canned pineapple has been a good seller, 
and there appears to be a higher market in prospect. Local] 
distribution of canned goods by the jobbers is on a fair 
seale, and larger than usual because of the fact that all new 
crop fresh vegetables are higher as a result of searecity due to 
the drouth. 

Sardines—The feature at the close was the improvement 
in demand for 4 oils in key cans, and sales have heen made 
on a fairly liberal scale at $2.90 per case f. 0. b. Eastport. 
On keyless 4s $2.75 is quoted. On ™% key mustards a few 
holders quote $2.75 per case, but it is possible to buy at

Pink talls are quoted at $1.95 
per dozen up. Some low grade chums sold here today “at 
$1.15, but most sellers quote $1.20 per dozen. A little busi- 
ness in 1911 pack red Alaska salmon has been done based on 
$1.45 per dozen f. 0. b. Coast. <A sale of No. 1 pinks is heard 
of at 80¢ f. o. b. Coast, but no general opening has been an- 
nounced. There is a good demand for all spot salmon, and 
the distribution even at the high prices is more active than 
was expected. A good deal of interest centers in new pack 
sockeye salmon, and it is believed that prices will open 
high. 

Canned Fruits—There is a quiet but very firm situation 
in all California fruits, but demand now is less active than 
was the case two weeks ago, owing to the fact that holders 
have advanced considerably in their ideas. It seems to be 
the impression in local jobbing circles that the Coast market 
on 1911 pack will open fully 15 to 20e a dozen higher than 
last year. It is the opinion that standard No. 2% apricots 
will not open at less than $1.60 a dozen; standard cherries, 
$1.90; standard lemon eling peaches, $1.35; extra standards, 
$1.60, and standard No. 2% pears $1.75 per dozen. It is ex- 
pected that some announcement of opening prices on the full 
line will be made in the next few days. Conditions, it is 
said, seem to warrant a good deal higher level than the basis 
of last year, especially on peaches and apricots. A feature 
in this market seems to be the fact that jobbers are only 
moderately supplied with fruit to carry them to the end of 
the season. Pears on spot are hard to get here under $1.70 
per dozen for No. 2% standards. Peaches in first hands 
are stronger. A good deal of business has been done in 
future Southern pie peaches in No. 10s and No. 3s. The pack 
is likely to be smaller than that last year. 

Apples—State is hard to find in No. 10s under $3.10 to 
$3.25 per dozen. There is no activity, however. Futures 
offer at $2.35 to $2.40 factory. The outlook for apples seems 
to be more promising than for any other variety of fruits in 
this section, and yet packers’ ideas seem to be abnormally 
high. 

Tomatoes—There is more life to the demand, and values 
trend toward a higher level on No. 3s and No. 2s. It is to 
be noted also that No. 10s have been given a larger call, 
although it was possible to buy at $2.90 factory on firm offer 
at the close. Sales in fair sized lots in No. 3s were reported 
for local jobbing account at 80c, but in most cases 82%¢ 
factory was given as the general view of packers. On firm 
offer 57%4e might be done on No. 3s, but most sellers quoted 
60e factory. Spot New Jersey No. 3s could be had at 80¢ 
factory. Some No. 10s sold at $3.25 delivered. There has 
been a stiffening up in the ideas of packers on future to- 
matoes. Weather conditions have been against the growth 
of plants, and some packers who have sold for future de- 
livery are declining bids. At the close wires from Maryland 
points quoted No, 3s at 72% to 75e, $2.15 to $2.50 on No 
10s and 55 to 57%e on No. 2s, season’s delivery. No, 10s 10 
New Jersey futures are quoted at $2.40 factory. Some of 
the brokers at the close reported a better jobbing interest 
in futures all along the line. Stocks of spot tomatoes are in 
narrow compass, and an early resumption of interest 18 
likely.

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Peas—All reports from the South have tended to confirm 
the earlier advices relative to the damage by drouth. The 
country packers in most cases have withdrawn offerings in 
futures, and the deliveries out of the early crop are con- 
sidered likely to be the smallest ever made. A Baltimore 
packer offered new pack Junes for delivery during the com- 
ing week at 90c for standards; $1.15 for extra standards, 
and $1.25 for sifted grades, but withdrew from the market 
a little later. The cost to pack is said to be extremely high, 
owing to the excessive rates charged for the raw product. 
It is considered probable that when all the packers open 
prices they will be found to be close to the figures indicated. 
All spot peas in medium grades are strong and hard to find. 
The lowest prices at which stock can be had is 87% to 90¢ 
per dozen, and the grade is not much above standard. Job- 
bing interest seems to be centered in the reports from the 
West. A good many orders have been sent out for 1911 
pack Indiana peas based on 75ce f. o. b. factory for standard 
Junes and 77\%4e for sweet peas. 

Corn—A strong but quiet situation is noted, and the fea- 
ture is that few lots of State or Maine packing are to be 
had under the market in either first or second hands. State 
faney sold at 8714 to 90c. Standards, on the other hand, are 
hard to get at 85e. Most lots are quoted from second hands, 
Southern Maine style corn is firmer at 75 to 80c f. o. b. fac- 
tory. Western corn is hard to find at less than 82%4c. In 
most eases 85e is quoted. Future carn is attracting more 
local attention, and the ideas of packers are tending up. 
In a good many eases the larger packers are unwilling to 
take on more business until the crop prospects are better 
developed. Jobbers are finding a fair outlet to retailers. 

String Beans—State Refugee beans are firmer, based on 
$1.40 to $1.50 for No. 1 and $1.20 up for No. 2s. Business in 
cuts, No. 4s, is said to be fair at 70 to 72%e per dozen.

Epitor CANNER: The interest of tin plate men, can mak- 
ers, box makers, label men, produce commission men and 
packers has—with the growers—all been centered around 
weather conditions during the past week or ten days. The 
drought continued until Wednesday night, and was then 
broken by two heavy thunder storms, amounting almost to 
a deluge. Whilst the rain was very welcome, yet, coming 
in the manner it did, it caused a lot of damage as. well as 
doing some good. It came too late, however, to save straw- 
berries and peas, but it will help the later crops. 

Strawberries—The packing season will end this week, and 
the lightest pack known for years will be the result. I un- 
derstand several packers are still way behind on their future 
sales of preserved and extra preserved. They paid last week 
7e per quart for a quality that in an ordinary season should 
not have brought more than 3 or 3%4c. Sales of futures are 
confined largely to preserved and extra preserved, there not 
being as many standards sold as usual. Many buyers will 
therefore have to secure their requirements of standards, 
and from present indications the market will go to 90c¢ and 
upwards. A few can be bought at 85c, but there are not 
many offering at this figure. Preserved are now being offered 
at $1.25 by a few packers who were fortunate enough not 
to have sold futures, but the quantities obtainable at this 
figure are very meagre. 

Peas—Contrary to expectations, the raw market advanced 
last week instead of showing a decline. Baltimore packers 
have been paying all through the week as high as $1.25 per 
bushel for good quality peas down to 95¢ for common ordi- 
nary seconds. These are the highest figures that have pre- 
vailed since either 1905 or 1906. I forget just which year. 
The Anne Arundel crop started in last week, and will con- 
tinue for about another seven days, and then the season will 
be over. Farmers say that the rain did absolutely no good 
at all to the peas, as it came too late. The viner factories 
on the Peninsula started the latter end of the week, and 
from all I can learn they will only have about seven or eight 
days’ run. The expectation ten days ago was a crop of 
about 50 per cent, but the first half of last. week changed 
this prospect, and now few of the Peninsula packers are ex- 
pecting to get more than 25 per cent of a pack. Most of 
them sold heavily on futures and will have to pro-rate de- 
liveries. Buyers are eager to purchase country standards

Tomato packers are 
seared about the conditions at the growing end. Many of 
the farmers have not yet set out their plants, and others 
who got them out during the dry weather are having to re- 
plant, and .considerable difficulty has been experienced in 
getting plants. Indications point to a late season, and there 
seems to be no doubt but what the drought will have the 
effect of materially reducing the acreage. 

Peaches—Little odd lots of spot stock are being absorbed 
at full market prices, and there is a heavy demand for 
futures, but few packers seem to be willing to take on the 
business. A week or two ago it was possible to buy 3s 
second whites at 95¢ and yellows at $1.00 to $1.05, 2s second 
whites at 70 and 72%4c and 2s yellows at 7214 to 75e, with 3s

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., June 5, 1911. 

Epiror CANNER: Canned goods inquiries from most sec- 
tions of the country have been more numerous during the 
past week. Buyers have been more quick to take advantage 
of good trades. Sluggish market conditions which have to a 
great extent prevailed during the past two months show 
symptoms of giving way to more active and snappish buying. 
The already depleted stocks in first hands are nearing the 
point of exhaustion and as many buyers of late have only 
been supplying their immediate requirements, it will be much 
more difficult a little later on, even at advanced prices, for 
them to purchase a sufficient quantity of some of the canned 
staple commodities to carry them through until the new 
packs are ready for shipment. Consumption of canned goods 
has been augmented as a result of a good many of the early 
vegetables in the South having suffered severely from 
drouth; accordingly, values on green truck have maintained 
much higher than usual for this time in the season in the 
larger markets. 

The crop conditions in some sections of this state are fairly 
good except peas, which suffered most from the extended 
drouth which continued until the past week. The pea crop 
in southern Indiana is almost a complete failure. Packers in 
some sections of the state report having lost acres of tomato 
plants because of the hot, dry weather. The rains which we 
have had have been extended throughout the state, and 
while not near as much as needed, the good accomplished 
is inestimable. 

Spot Tomatoes—Spot tomatoes have received greater at- 
tention during the week under review. Packers in Indiana, 
as a whole, are cleaned up, although a lot of good standards 
here and there may be picked up at 85 to 87%e, f. o. b. 
factory. 

Future Tomatoes—There has been a firmer demand for 
Indiana No. 3 strictly standard future tomatoes, but few 
packers are willing to contract very heavily with buyers, 
preferring to await later developments in weather conditions. 
Many of the growers in the river bottom land have their 
plants all in; while in some sections the work has been 
greatly retarded by the extended drouth as well as the diffi- 
culty of procuring plants. Indiana futures may be generally 
quoted 80e f. o. b, factory. 

Spot Corn—There has been a rather brisk demand for

Corn—There have been no reported sales of consequence 
during the past week, and probably the future buying will 
depend much on the later conditions as they develop. I am 
much interested in the outcome of some deliveries next fall 
for some who cut prices to cost, or below, caring more for 
sales and to beat their neighbor than for profits, may be con. 
fronted after packing with an unresponsive balance sheet 

While there may be a car of fancy corn to be had no 
buyers ask for it. Such is the spot market, hence no price 
I find that 87% up to 92%c is the usual price for futures, 
but those who were anxious to name a price at 85e have 
been gratified, and it remains for them to ‘‘chew the eud 
of bitter discontent’’ later. 

Apples—There is just one car left of good No. 10 apples, 
to the best of my knowledge. The last sales were at $3.25 
f. o. b. Portland, but this car will not be offered until a 
week or two has passed. 

As for futures, while prices are made from $2.19 up to 
$2.60, they have been sold less. I note one thing in this 
connection, and that is that there will be a good crop, in all 
probability. Now the conservative apple packer knows that 
if the market falls, and there happens to be an ‘‘off’’ piece 
of fruit in the can, or a seed, the sale is pretty sure to be 
thrown down. Hence he is cautious. Several of the best and 
most reliable packers never name a figure until they know 
the cost of the stock. There seems to be little call. 

Clams—The packs are well sold up, and no more unti) 
next fall. There has been the same ridiculous cutting as on 
corn. Prices were made from 75¢ up to $1.10 on sound 
packs, the variations being caused by the kind of scale the 
packers used in weighing, and their methods. Beside this, 
there is a difference in the clam. 

Pumpkin and Squash—The local packers are sold up for 
spots. Maine No. 3 futures are selling at 75 to 80¢ for 
pumpkin, and squash at 90c. INDEX. 
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The illustration at the right shows a field of 100 acres of 
Country Gentleman corn grown by Edward V. Stockham, the 
well known Perryman, Md., canner.

Brokers’ Market Opinions 


Selections from the Weekly Canned Goods Circulars Issued by Prominent Commission Firms 
East and West 











By the J. M. Paver Company, Chicago, Ill. 

Spot Apples—While a few lots of so called cheap 
apples, southern packing, are obtainable, the market 
on better grades is strong with New York No. Ios 
commanding $3.30 f. o. b. Chicago. We call attention 
to a fancy Oregon No. 10 apple we offer at $2.15 Coast 
or $3.10 Chicago. A market scarcity of No. 3 apples 
is also noted. 

Future Apples— Many buyers have laughed at the 
“crop scare” stories circulated during the past week, 
but the fact remains that the “Spies” variety did not 
bloom at all and “Baldwins” have but 40 per cent of 
a normal “‘set.”” This is the true situation in Michigan 
and these two varieties constitute 75 per cent of the 
fall crop in that state. Summer or early varieties 
never were better, but very few of these are used for 
canning. Hot weather in New York State has, it is 
claimed, affected the “setting,” but prospects for a 
crop there are better than Michigan. 

Spot Corn—The market is steady; demand has 
been light during the past week, but stocks throughout 
all central western packers are extremely light. 

Spot Tomatoes—aAs far as Indiana is concerned, 
spot tomatoes are pretty well cleaned up. The market 
has been quiet, but values are practically the same as 
previously reported. 

Peas, Futures—A lively demand manifested itself 
in Indiana and Ohio future peas during the past few 
days. This demand came from the East entirely and 
was brought about by the dry weather in Maryland, 
which has without doubt done considerable damage. 
Prospects in Michigan and Wisconsin are very good, 
but some bad reports are heard from Indiana.

Future Tomatoes—We have had rain—Yes.

During the dry weather cutworms and insects preyed 
upon the young plants, in some cases destroying whole 
beds of same—in others cutting off entire fields after 
being set out. This has caused a dearth of plants in 
many places. Reports are current of packers on the 
Peninsula trying to get plants from other sections as 
far remote as a hundred miles, but it is an established 
fact that plants thus secured never thrive and bear 
fruit like those immediately pulled from the bed and 
set out. 

Another effect of the drought is that a great many 
have been unable to “stick a plow into the ground,” 
which has been as hard as a rock. In such cases, if 
they had plants, they were no use to them. Now by 
the time they plow and prepare their field, the plants, 
especially after the recent rain, will have grown too 
large to set out, or else will have to be “topped back,” 
which always stunts and retards their growth, and still 
another phase of the question is that ground thus 
quickly prepared does not make a solid plant bed, 
which often results in frequent plantings.

[he prospects of the coming season are above the 
average. Reports from our packers, as well as all 
other packers, are very favorable. We have had an 
abundance of rainfall ; while in some places more than 
was really needed, it has done no great damage other 
than delay the seeding operations. 

The early seedings are looking fine—all up, and the 
earliest are in blossom, which means an early start of 
the pack. Probably within two weeks or so Wisconsin 
pea packers will be working day and night. The great 
amount of rainfall will of course set back the seeding 
of the sweet varieties and have a tendency to cause a 
short lay up betwéen the Alaska and Sweet packs, 
On the whole, considering conditions up to the present 
time, we would say they are more than ordinarily fair. 
What the final results will be, is hard to say, but it 
gives us great pleasure to report that so far prospects 
are better than they have been for three or four years 
previous. If we continue to have favorable weather, 
with plenty of rain during June and July, we will expe- 
rience one of our old-time bumper crops. 

Regarding spots, they are an item of the past. We 
have a few small lots left, too small to make a showing. 
However, if there is anything you are in need of, don’t 
hesitate to call on us. We will endeavor to supply your 
needs. —

Raisins, Old Crop—There are fully 10,000 to 
12,000 tons less on hand at this time in California than 
there was a year ago; there are very much smaller 
stocks of raisins in the hands of the trade all over the 
United States than was the case a year ago; there was 
no carry-over of raisins last year. The frost has done 
damage to the 1911 crop; the damage being placed at 
35 to 40 per cent. As a result of the frost, the new 
crop will be from two to three weeks late, with the 
natural result that new seeded are not apt to be shipped 
much before October 15. New raisins were ready for 
shipment last year the last half of September. Seedless 
varieties of raisins are practically cleaned up. Very 
heavy sales of seeded raisins for August-September 
shipment against stocks on hand in California at this 
time have already been made.

Exhibit of Evaporating Machinery at Webster, N. Y., a Success 

—Evaporators Are Interested in Labor-Saving Ma- 

. chinery—Features of the Exhibit. 

The attendance at the annual exhibit of evaporating 
machinery at Webster, N. Y., on Saturday, May 27, 
was of a representative character. Evaporators and 
others interested were coming and going throughout 
the entire day and all manifested much interest in the 
various machines exhibited. 

The Wayne machine proved a special feature of the 
exhibit. This machine puts the apple on the fork of 
the parer and seemed to work perfectly. Owing to 
the difficulty in getting labor, the evaporators show 
more interest in labor-saving devices than anything 
else, and as the big item is paring and slicing, more 
attention has been given to this feature by the machine 
men. Mr. Coons has had several machines on the 
market which pick up the apple, pare and core it and 
then drop it into a conveyor, which carries it to the 
slicer. His machines have been a little larger than the 
evaporators wanted, but he is on the right track and 
probably before another season is over will have a 
machine to do this work that will be simple and rea- 
sonable in price. Wonderful strides have been made 
in perfecting machinery during the last few years and 
apple evaporators do not, look much as they did ten 
years ago. 

Those who saw the rapid slicer manufactured by 
the Godell Company, Antrim, N. H., were much im- 
pressed. Evaporators who have used this machine 
have learned that it is one of the leading slicers on 
the market, making a product of fine quality. Godell 
& Co. also have a line of machinery for evaporating 
purposes with good points in their favor. 

The Boutell Manufacturing Company have in their 
Triumph power parer a machine which is in very ex- 
- tensive use and has been sold in large numbers dur- 
ing recent years. The Boutell Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s self-feeder also has many friends and there is 
a good market for same, as well as for their other 
lines. 

The different styles of graders of the W. A. Trescot 
people have become very popular with evaporators. 

B. J. Evans has a chopper which gives good satis- 
faction, and he also has a meritorious machine in his 
slicer. 

In addition to those THE CANNER has specifically 
mentioned in the foregoing, there were quite a num- 
ber of exhibitors in the furnace line and these at- 
tracted much attention. A cider press was also shown 
in operation. 

Short speeches were made by A. S. Teasdale, of 
Rogers, Ark., whose remarks regarding conditions in 
the West proved to be very interesting. Mr. Deitrick, 
of the American Fruit Product Company, and Michael 
Doyle, of Rochester, also gave a talk with reference 
to the existing conditions in the dried fruit line. 

One really had to be there to realize the importance 
of the evaporated fruit industry in western New York. 
We question very much whether any state could bring 
together nearly so many people interested in this line. 


That the evaporators are making money. was - well 
proven by the fact that most of them came in auto- 
mobiles. Webster is not a very small town and the 
streets were all jammed with machines. 

The packing house of J. W. Hallauer & Sons Com. 
pany, of Webster, N. Y., is a very large building and 
two floors were given over to the exhibit, both floors 
being entirely covered with machines. 


. & , ester, rite: 
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Prices on future evaporated apples have eased off 
somewhat this week, owing to a lack of demand 
from Europe. October shipment prime in 50-pound 
boxes can be bought today at 8%c. November ship- 
ment, 8%c to 83gc, and December, 8c to 8%c. Of- 
ferings are limited at these lower prices, but some 
trades are being made every day. Chops continue in 
strong demand, although the market still ranges from 
3%c to 3%c f. o. b. in barrels. Waste is firmer, 2% 
to 2%c f. o. b. in bags being bid. Trading is still 
confined entirely between the local dealers and the 
New York exporters, the latter selling to Europe and 
covering their sales by buying up here. There is no 
effort being made by either side to manipulate the 
market up or down. 

In some orchards the greenings are reported to 
be dropping quite badly, but from the present out- 
look we will have more dried apples this coming sea- 
son than we had last. year. Almost every one inter- 
ested, however, expects to see prices stay reasonably 
high, as they look for a good demand for green 
apples, as well as dried stock. The volume of the 
future business is not large compared to seasons when 
speculators sold short heavily and if these conditions 
continue the market will be based purely on the ques- 
tion of supply and demand in the fall. 


DURNEY DISCUSSES SALMON SITUATION. 

Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Company, 
who a few days since returned to San Francisco from 
his eastern trip, is quoted as saying: “I don’t think 
it’s possible to buy a straight car of any grade of 
salmon, except possibly medium red, in the United 
States outside of what you might pick up in San Fran- 
cisco. I visited every city of importance and not one 
jobber in any-city has sufficient salmon to take care 
of his requirements for thirty days. Even if we put 
up a full pack of salmon this year we can easily secure 
$1.40, possibly $1.45 per dozen, for all the red salmon 
that can be packed. If on the other hand there should 
be a short pack, I think we can get ‘any old price.” A 
year ago there were probably half a million cases of 
pink salmon on hand and sellers were breaking their 
necks to market it at 67'4c to 70%c per dozen. Today 
there is practically nothing on hand and the market is

French Consumers Prefer C d Pineapple to Fresh. 

United States Consul Charles E. Dunning, located 
at Havre, France, reports in regard to the pineapple 
market there: 

“The fresh fruit is also handicapped by the fact 
that canned pineapples—about nine-tenths of which 
come from Singapore and the balance from the French 
West India colony of Guadeloupe—are sold at whole- 
sale on this market for eleven cents per can contain- 
ing a two-pound pineapple in syrup. Preference is 
given to canned goods not only by housekeepers, ho- 
tels and restaurants, but also by pastry cooks and tart 
makers, who employ pineapples in large quantities 
and who find it more convenient to slice the peeled 
and preserved article. 

“The French customs duty on fresh pineapples is 
twenty-six cents per 100 pounds and on preserved 
pineapples $2.63 per 100 pounds, including weight of 
cans but not of cases. 

“Many of the pineapples sold in France are import- 
ed by a Dutch firm, while there are several very large 
importers in Paris and one in Havre. [Names on file 
at the Bureau of Manufactures, Department of, Com- 


merce and Labor.]” 





Sales of American Canned Goods in Edinburgh Show Rapid 
Increase. 

United States Consul Rufus Fleming, at Edinburgh, 
Scotland, has sent the Department of Commerce and 
Labor at Washington a report on the commerce of 
that district, in which he speaks of imports of Ameri- 
can canned goods as follows: 

“Imports into this district from the United States, 
which, excepting grain and flour, were largely indi- 
rect, did not rise above the aggregate value of imports 
in the preceding year. The trade as a whole was 
on a sound basis, and if there-was no general expan- 
sion the tendency was favorable and in special lines a 
distinct advance was made. 


“The sales of American canned goods sur 
all previous records. Apples, peaches, ‘apricots Seay 
etc., were received in a satisfactory condition — 
from California and Oregon, which a few yea pan 
were below the French standard owing to feahes >4 
ods of preparing and packing, have been enn 
proved im every respect and are now excellent (oid 
ing to this market in perfect condition. The ra 
ager of the largest wholesale grocery in this distrie 
informs this office that of the thousands of ound 
American fruit imported by his firm in 1910 there : 
no loss whatever from either imperfect goods te 
seri packing. sé 

‘Hawaiian pineapples have recently come j i 
favor here. The best quality in this fruit yor 
came from Singapore, but the Hawaiian pineapples 
are regarded as distinctly superior in flavor aed 
cut up in an improved form and packed in a way that 
gives not only perfect protection, but also an attractive 
appearance, which the trade appreciates. 

“American canned meats almost recovered their 
former popularity. Tongue has recently been in great 
demand at practically the same price that obtained 
five years ago—27s. 6d. ($6.69) per dozen two-pound 
cans, wholesale. Canned beef advanced from &s. 6d 
($2.06) per dozen two-pound cans in 1905 to 12s. 
($2.92) in 1910, and at this price the sales were large.”

but the output is large—the three states of New York, 
others, grow commercially about 50,000 acres of this 
vegetable, either as a spring or autumn crop, in addi-

Early cabbage is practically all consumed as a green 
vegetable; the late crop, on the other hand, is han- 
died as a fresh vegetable, as a storage crop, and for 
the manufacture of sauerkraut. Cabbage is always in 
demand and, under present conditions, is always on 
the market, either in the spring as the product of the 
southern farms, in the fall and early winter from the 
northern farm and market garden, or in the winter 
from the storage house, where the surplus has been 
preserved for this demand.

NEW BEAN CONTRACT ADOPTED—LIST OF SPECIFICA- 
TIONS OF GRADES. 

The New York Bean and Pea Dealers’ Association, 
following a number of special meetings of the con- 
tract committee, adopted a form of contract at the 
annual meeting of the Association held in the rooms 
of the New York Mercantile Exchange a week ago. 
The contract calls for sales designated as choice and 
prime in the several varieties. A list of specifications 
covering what shall constitute grades was also adopted. 
The contract calls for sales per 100 pounds in bags 
and is to be known as the official New York sales 
contract. It reads: 

A carload of beans, unless otherwise specified, shall contain 
40,000 pounds in burlap bags of 100 pounds net. Bags to 
weigh not less than 10 ounces nor more than 20 ounces. Weights 
guaranteed to within one-quarter of 1 per eent. 

Terms.—Draft attached to order bill of lading, payable after 
arrival and examination; such examination to be made and re- 
ported within three business days after arrival. Failure to do 
so shall cause invoice to become due and payable at once. 

All differences to be submitted to and promptly determined 
by arbitration under rules of the association. The market value 
on day of rejection shall be the basis of settlement. A record 
tender cannot be made or demanded. For each arbitration a fee 
of $15 and expenses of sampling (if necessary) by official in- 
spector shall be paid by the party adjudged at fault. 

Immediate shipment shall be three days; quick shipment five 
days; prompt shipment 10 days; Sundays and legal holidays 
not included. Shipping instructions to be furnished when sales 


are compared.

A FOREIGN VIEW OF AMERICAN AGRICULTURE. 

It is the opinion of European firms interested in 
fertilizers that there are special reasons for believing 
in a constantly growing demand on the part of the 
United States for fertilizers, especially nitrate of soda. 

The firm Bradbury & Hirsch remark on this subject: 
“We do not generally take into account that the United 
States, not counting Alaska, are almost twelve times 
as large as Germany, and more than twenty times 
larger than the United Kingdom. 

“There was stich an abundance of land that they 
scarcely tried, excepting in the Eastern states, to cul- 
tivate it in as intensive a way as in the older countries 
of Europe, and in proportion to the surface the amount 
of fertilizer employed is insignificant, in comparison 
to that employed in France, Germany and England. 

“A great progress, however, has béen remarked for 
a few years; for it has been observed that the return 
per acre was not half what might be drawn from the 
soil, and that the use of fertilizers produced good 
results. 

“From this results a rapidly growing demand for 
nitrate of soda especially, and for other nitrogenized 
fertilizers as well.” 


PREPARATION OF SALMON 
PRODUCT FOR SALMON FAC Ceo TABLE BY. 

[FROM CONSUL LESTER MAYNARD. y : 

The ever-increasing demand and the dae 
supply of sturgeon caviar led the fishermen of 7 ” 
ern Siberia to experiment with salmon roe, whi h hai 
not only been considered useless for human pore 
re — had even been looked upon as injurious to 

Up to 1907 the fishermen in the neighborhood of 
Nicolaevsk considered salmon roe as valueless bu 
from that time it was demonstrated that caviar could 
be made so as to prove commercially profitable and 
of such a quality that, although it cannot compare with 
the taste of the sturgeon caviar, it is nevertheless 
great delicacy. Vast quantities of salmon roe are - 
nually destroyed in Alaska, as they have discovered no 
means of preserving it, and should a taste be created 
in the United States for caviar of this kind, it would 
develop into a very important industry. The limited 
supply of sturgeon caviar and the consequent high 
price places it beyond the reach of many who enjoy 
such delicacies, whereas salmon caviar could take its 
place and be practically within the reach of all. It js 
for this purpose that the following details of the prepa- 
— of salmon caviar for the market are being pre- 
sented. 


Catching and Cleaning the Fish. 

Along the sea coast double-sided traps are used to 
catch the salmon, whereas in the rivers, in addition to 
drag seines, traps are used opened at the lower end only 
so as to catch the fish moving upstream. The drag seines 
in use in eastern Siberia are similar to those used in 
America. No special care is taken with the fish from 
which it is intended to remove the roe except that the 
fish must be absolutely fresh, and the sooner the roe is 
removed after capture the better the results will be. 
Should it be impossible to remove the roe from the 
fish immediately after they are caught, they may be 
kept up to twenty-four hours in cold water, provided 
they are not confined in a small space. By this is 
meant that a bargeload of fish covered with cold water 
would be useless for caviar if kept for that length of 
time. 

The eggs are removed in the ordinary operation of 
cleaning the fish, the only special care necessary being 
to avoid rupturing the gall bladder, as this would ruin 
the caviar. After the roe is removed the eggs are 
passed through a galvanized iron wire sieve, copper 
sieves having been found injurious. 

During the short time that experiments have been 
made in the Amur river and Kamchatka it was found 
that the best caviar is obtained from fish over four 
years of age, and the best quality is obtained from the 
King salmon in Kamchatka. There are differences in 
the caviar produced from the various species of sal- 
mon, the runs of which occur at different periods of 
the fishing season ; that is, spring, summer and autumn, 
and a marked difference has been noted in eggs taken 
from fish caught at or near the sea coast as compared 
with fish caught farther up the river, and it has been 
found that the eggs taken from fish caught far up- 
stream are too ripe for caviar manufacture, as the com- 
pleted product turns yellow, whereas good salmon 
caviar should be a bright golden red. Those same con- 


ditions would apply in Alaska. 
Preparation of the Roe. F 
After the eggs have been passed through a_ sieve 
they are washed in clear cold water and then imme- 
diately soaked in brine, and are not in any way dry 
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have shown that Berkshire No. 2 
reat Britain and Crimean salt have given 
the best results, the salt ng be esp and Japan 
making the caviar bitter. n ac ition to pure water 
and salt a small quantity of grayish-white powder is 
‘ed with the solution, and this constitutes the secret 
pany the process. It is believed that this powder is 
P licylic acid and possibly a little borax, but experi- 
ments could be made and quickly determined if these 
answer the purpose. The entire success depends upon 
the strength of this solution, and where methods are 
the crudest the peasants who prepare caviar test the 
strength by taste, but a brine gauge may be used for 
this purpose, and the salt solution should be from 19 
to 22 per cent. Should the solution be too strong, there 
is no method of removing the salt from the caviar and 
the latter is ruined. 

The addition of the powder is to counteract the bit- 
ter taste in the salt, presumably caused by iodine, as 
well as for preserving the caviar. The eggs should 
remain in the solution twenty-five to forty-five minutes, 
governed by the strength of the brine and the tem- 
perature. They are then placed in bags and subjected 
to heavy pressure; the method employed in eastern 
Siberia is to place the bags between two blocks, the 
upper of which is pressed toward the lower by a pole 
lever, at one end of which a man suspends the weight. 
This pressure, although great, does not crush the eggs, 
as they are flexible, and it causes a shrinkage in the 
weight of the caviar of about 40 per cent. After be- 
ing subjected to this pressure the caviar is immedi- 
ately packed into wooden kegs and the process is com- 
pleted, no oil or other substances being added. Se- 
lected caviar is packed in one-pood (36.112 pounds 
avoirdupois) kegs, the ordinary caviar in kegs weigh- 
ing three to nine poods each. Care should be taken in 
the kind of wood used, as it has been proved that lime 
and oak spoil the caviar, the latter causing it to turn 
black. 

As there is practically no oil in the roe, nothing is 
done to eliminate it, and.no artificial coloring matter 
is used. After the caviar is packed in kegs it should 
be stored in a cold place, but not frozen, as this would 
cause the eggs to split and the water to evaporate, and 
the caviar would then be too salty for use. 

Labor and Output—Securing Use of Recipe. 

Those employed in eastern Siberia for the prepara- 
tion of caviar can hardly be classed as skilled laborers, 
as ordinary fishermen are used in all parts of the work 
except in the preparation of the brine, which is usually 
prepared by the owner of the station, who holds the 
secret, or where the owner is not acquainted with the 
secret he pays a fixed amount per season to have his 
caviar prepared. Barakoff, of Nicolaevsk, is believed 
to prepare the best caviar, and he and his two sons 
possess a formula for making the brine which they 
oo. Undoubtedly arrangements could be made 
with them for the purchase of the recipe if it is found 
impossible to get satisfactory results by experiments. 
In experimenting it must be remembered that delay 
spoils the caviar, and that there is no method of de- 
creasing or increasing the strength of the solution 
after the eggs have once been submerged, as remaining 
in the solution too long ruins the caviar; in fact, the 
solution must be absolutely right before the eggs are 
submerged or the roe obtained during the entire year 
may be wasted in experiments.

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and ranges from 400 to 1,000 fish per day. The aver- 
age weight of the fish being considered eight to ten 
pounds, 1,000 fish will produce about 150 pounds net 
weight of caviar. In dealing with the question of la- 
bor, it cannot be estimated by taking a certain number 
of hours per day and a fixed number of days per 
month, as the work is governed entirely by the run of 
the fish, there being intervals of several days when no 
work is done, followed by a few days of sixteen to 
eighteen hours per day, but an average may be taken 
based on the above figures, and a crew of eight men 
working one month will produce about 45,000 pounds 
of caviar. At the rate of fifteen days per month this 
would average about 375 pounds per man per working 
day. The finished product weighs about 60 per cent of 
the original weight of the roe. 
An Overstocked Market—Yields from Different Varieties. 


The principal market for salmon caviar is European 
Russia, more particularly Moscow and St. Petersburg, 
and it is gradually being introduced into the other 
countries of Europe. However, as the supply is so 
great and the demand so new, the European market 
has been overstocked and the price has dropped ; hence, 
unless a larger market can be found, the industry will 
be largely abandoned and the roe again thrown away. 
This caviar is known through the Russian market as 
kitovia or krasnia ekra (salmon or red caviar). 

The runs of gorbusha, which is also known as nerka 
or krasnia riba or krasna, and among Alaskan salmon 
canneries is known as the humpback or “pink” sal- 
mon, occur in the spring, and this species yields about 
ninety pounds of caviar per 1,000 fish. The runs of 
keta occur in the summer, and this species is known 
in Alaska as the red, sockeye or blueback, and yields 
on an average 126 pounds of caviar per 1,000 fish. The 
run of the kisutch or milkstchitsch occurs in the au- 
tumn, and is known in Alaska as the coho, medium 
red, or silver, and this variety yields about 144 pounds 
per 1,000 fish. 


AGREE ON PRUNE COUNTS. 


Louis B. Parsons, president of the Dried Fruit Asso- 
ciation of New York, in a letter just issued to mem- 
bers regarding a point in dispute between his organ- 
ization and the California Dried Fruit Association cov- 
ering the count on prunes, says: 

“Pursuant to a resolution passed by our association 
last February that the standard count for prunes 
marked 40-50s, 50-60s, etc., should be an average of 
not more than seven points, the California Association 
interprets its resolution on this score to mean that 
prunes averaging between the points named shall con- 
stitute a good delivery as follows: 

1. ‘As to there being some boxes that might count into the 
next size smaller. 

In a good delivery no box should ever count into the smaller 
size. Some counts in a box might do so; but the average for 
each individual box should be within the points named. On your 
suggested average of seven points, the packer trying to run close 
would be more than likely to run some boxes into the eight or 
nine point, which would be productive of constant disagreement 
between the buyer and seller, and under certain market condi- 
tions result in more frequent rejections. By our method seller 
is held within his nine point by the pure food law, for every 
box must conform thereto. No careful packer attempts to pack 
on the nine point for a nine point delivery; he must pack on a 
seven or eight point to insure a clean nine point shipment. 

2. As to prunes counting into the next smaller size than that 
marked on the box and so being misbranded under the food and 
drugs act. 

_ We are more than pleased at the governmental rulings, and 
in the case of water shipments our inspectors are instructed to 
— refuse to pass any box or bag that averages above 


e marked size on the ground that it is“‘misbranded.’’ 


“To sum up the solution,” says Mr. Parsons. “w 
are guaranteed by the California Association the 
their members will be bound to deliver prunes that 
will not run beyond the nine point. This is q ee 
satisfactory adjustment of the matter, and [| believe 
will preclude any further misunderstanding on this 
score.

ADVANCE IN CANNED CLAMS. 


A very sharp advance in the price of canned razor 
clams is expected in the Pacific Coast markets within 
the near future. 

Reports received lately from various canning in- 
terests indicate that the season just closed has been 
one of the few within recent years wherein the out- 
put has been curtailed. 

It is now expected that deliveries of not more than 
60 per cent will be made by canners this season. This 
therefore will put the advance squarely up to jobbers. 

The decreased output of canned clams is due to two 
causes. Principal among them was the prevalence of 
adverse tides. Labor difficulties at Moclips cut down 
the pack at that point to a considerable degree. 

It is stated that one of the leading canners who 
usually puts out about 35,000 cases each season will 
have no more than 16,000 this season. This, however, 
is an extreme instance.—Pacific Fisherman.

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DEVELOP PLAN TO SAVE FREIGHT ON CALIFORNIA 
CANNED GOODS AND DRIED FRUITS. 


A large handler of California products, whose head- 

arters are located in New York City, has just started 
a velop a plan of bringing California products East 
“ “oh is bound to have a vital effect upon their prices 
a ondary markets. The plan is to bring them East 
Sek: not all the way by boat, but from California 
x the west coast of Mexico, or the Isthmus of Panama, 
aii to the east coast by rail and the balance of the 
- y by boat again. The plan is not new; for years 
ee California pr ducts have been so transported, but 
only now is the idea being developed. 

The point is the enormous saving in freight, as com- 
ared with the rate across the United States by rail. 
For instance, California canned goods can be brought 
East by the water route above described and landed in 
New York at thirty cents per one hundred pounds. 
This takes about thirty days. To bring them all the 
way by rail costs eighty-five cents per one hundred 

unds, and even that takes eighteen to twenty days. 
To bring dried fruit by boat also costs thirty cents, 
while the all-rail route is $1.20. 

This means that California canned goods can be 
brought to New York by water and transshipped to 
Chicago for less than the all-rail rate direct from Cali- 
fornia to Chicago. It means that dried fruit delivered 
in New York by water can be shipped as far west as 
Omaha for less than the rail route to Omaha direct. 
The plan will, of course, be ineffective if time is an 
object. 

There seems to be every reason to believe that when 
the Panama canal is opened the water rate will be 
even lower. There will be no rate named until the 
canal is opened, but it expected to be less than the 
present combination rail and water route, since there 
is no unloading and reloading—the goods will be 
loaded in California and unloaded in New York or 
Philadelphia —Grocery World. 


QUADRUPLED IN TEN YEARS. 


The Kansas City Wholesale Grocery Company on 
May 20 celebrated the tenth anniversary of its organ- 
ization. The forty-five traveling salesmen were called 
in to participate in the event. They were the guests 
of the officers of the company. In the afternoon the 
salesmen were taken over the boulevards in motor 
cars and in the evening a dinner was given them at 
the Hotel Baltimore. Short talks were made by the 
officers of the company and nearly all of the salesmen. 

The company began business with ten salesmen ten 
years ago. The officers of the company are James A. 
Roberts, president; Joseph T. Davis, vice-president ;

RESTRICTION ON CHERRY CULTURE.

Per- 
haps this is the reason why they are not raised more 
extensively on the Pacific coast, where they grow in 
certain limited areas with most gratifying success. 
Cherries do not thrive well beyond a certain limit of 
latitude, either north or south. New York, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Nebraska 
and Kansas are notably well located in this respect.”
